The Carpet Worm. 

A correepondent of the Phila- 
delphia Press eayn ; "Laat year I 
noticed inquiries innumerable 
for protection against the buffalo 
moth or carpet warm. Although 
my neighbors have all suffered 
from its invasion to tbe extent of 
ruined carpets, clothing, etc., I 
have never, during my twenty 
years of hoase keeping, had a 
moth of any description, and at- 
tribute my immunity entirely to 
the use of turpentine. After 
each of my carpets is well swept 
it is at once gone over with the 
following mixture : To three 
quarta of pure, cold water, add 
three tablespoonsful of turpen- 
tine. In this thoroughly saturate 
a sponge, squeeze about two- 
thirds dry, and go over each 
breadth separately and in all the 
corners. As often as tbe water 
becomes soiled, take a freeh sup- 
ply. You will be surprised to 
see how beautifully it will cleanse 
your carpets, beside being one of 
the best disinfectants. My fitt ti- 
er, an eminent physician, bad 
this always practiced in his fami- 
ly, and we were never troubled 
with fevers any more than 
moths."

A Trip to Wat kin's and Sara- 
toga.

niiR PiniBTn :-l will give too * brief 
description, of our trip to Saratoga, Leaving 
Johnatown on the fifteenth of July op the 
P.O. R. R. changed can it Harrisonburg sad 
Eltnlra and arrived it Walking N. T. on 
iriiiiv morning. Witklna la quite a pretty 
town of eight or ton thousand Inhabitant* 
situated at the head of Seneca Lake. Drove 
it once to tbe "(Jlnu Mountain House/' 
which Is three hundred feet above Watklne, 
and the only hotel In tbe Immediate vicinity 
of tbe Glen. It can accommodate three bun- 
drcd guests. A novel feature of the bouse Is 
tbe dining room which In In a '-Swiss Chalet" 
across the Glen from the hotel, a hindsome 
Iro □ li ridge coil uecrl n g th a tw o . There Is also 
11 large amusement ball on tbe grounds. 
Watklni Olen derived lis name from Dr. 
Samuel Wntklns, an Englishman, who ob- 
tained the land from tbe Indians, nearly a 
century ago, It covers an area of more than 
Ave hundred Acres and la nearly Buret miles 
Jong. It whs first opened Eta a summer resort 
In IHfti, vhen It was visited by more than ten 
thousand persons and tbe number has In- 
creased annually from then lo the present. 
It consists properly of an upper and a tower 
glen, each of which Is subdivided Into a 
number of smaller glens, running one above 

another, and reached by bridges 1 xtalrs 

from which at times, you can sec people 
walking several hundred feet below or above 
you. At one place, "Cavern Cascade/' Ibe wa- 
ter leape from the rocks sixty feet Into a deep 
pool of clear water; these falls and pools 
form a chain running the entire lengtb of tbe 
glen each one varied In form and alls ; now a 
light spray on which the colors of tbe rain- 
bow are reflected ; then a great roaring water 
fall, rushing over the rooks, or an emerald 
mountain chain, and all of It ending In a 
liny creek where you can scarcely jnie the 
water for the pebbles. Beautiful ferns and 
moose* cover what would otherwise be rough 
ray rocks, and as we walk In the shadow 
of Its caverns, we forget that a July sun la 
beating fiercely, several hundred feet above 
us. 

At Watklu we took the steamer Ocean Lee 
at six o'clock p. m. and enjoyed a most de- 
lightful ride by moonlight, on Seneca Lake, 
which la forty miles long and varies In 
wldtb from six to eight miles. We noticed a 
number of large vineyards along tbe shore ; 
an Insane Asylum and a great many hotels, 
which are open ouly during the summer 
months | we arrived at Geneva ut 10 o'clock 
p. in, and left then the next morning reach, 
log Niagara at noon. 

The view before reaching Niagara, along 
the river, was grand. We were quite a dis- 
tance above the water level, the water wa* a 
dull green, rush log over the rooks with ao 
great a force that It caused It to foam and 
bubble like a great river of soap suds. Will
